Following are the letters 
written by the three division 
winners——— 


The sun set peacefully and the soldiers slept 
on the evening of April 24, 1915. How still the earth 
and calm the sea on’ the night before one of the 
bloodiest battles Australian Infantry has even known. 


At dawn on that fateful Sun- 
day, April 25, 1915, Hamilton’s 
men began the famous battle 
to claim the long, narrow 
stretch of beach and hills 
called the Gallipoli Peninsula. 
They wished to secure this 
stretch of land so that they 
might safely reach and seize 
the Turkish ports along the 
stralts which the peninsula 
overlooked. 

The ships carrying the young 
men of Australia approached 
the peninsula in the still of 
the Mediterranean evening. 
The young, eager Australians 
climbed into landing craft and 
headed for land a little north 
of the peninsula, Gaba Tepe. 


4) AS the boats neared the land 


a silhouette against the night 
sky which was just beginning 
to pale. A Turkish sentry saw 
them and fire a shot. The post 
of Turks atop the mountain 
Tidge fired on the craft spray- 
ing the beach and the men 
with bullets just as the little 
boats touched the shingles. 
The worthy young men in a 
fight for the first time were de- 
termined that this landing 
should not be a failure. 

With all the zest and cour- 
age of true Austraians they 
scaled what seemed an im- 
possible rugged hillside in full 
battle dress and turned the 
Turks out of the trenches 300 
feet above the beach. Their 
first hurdle was magnificentiy 
cleared. But, still there were 
a few who did not see the top 
of that mountain and their 
comrades must have felt a 
sense of gratitude to them al- 
though they did little, they 
died for their country. 

The country on the other 
side of the mountain was ter- 
tibly rugged and worse than 
expected because the boats 
had lIanded further north than 
intended. It took three hours 
before the swiftest scouts mv- 
ing as quickly as possible and 
fighting bodies of scattered 
Turks reached the Division. 
On the second ridge all bat- 
talions met only to be faced 
with hundreds of Turks com- 
ing through the low scrub 
which covered the hills and 
valleys from the east. Other 
Turks . advanced from the 
south along the third ridge 
with artillery. The attack from 
the east was lead by Major 
Mustafa Kemal. 

Advanced Australians were 
nearly cut off and were driven 
back to the second ridge. From 
the third ridge and nearer the 
Turkish guns, machine guns 
and riflemen almost impos- 
sible for the Australians to 
detect in the rugged folds and 
ridges poured unending fire 
on them during the long and 
exhausting hours of the day. 
More than 2060 Australians 
were killed on the ridge and 
the Fleet guns could do noth- 
ing as they did not know 
where the Turkish strongholds 
were, Many of the comman- 
ders thought the troops were 
“done” and their position 
hopeless because the Turks on 
top of the ridge could see 
right into the centre of the 
Australians positions. Hamil- 
ton told them to hang on and 
by dark they had dug in firmly 
and would have been hard to 
turn out, especially as the 
Turks too had suffered heav- 
ily. There were 26,000 casu- 
alties and 7,500 killed 6n this 
small piece of land called the 

Gallipoli Peninsula. 


This surely was a magnifi- 
cent thing that these young 
men had done. Over what 
seemed impossible country 
they had gone and dug them- 
selves in in a test of patience 
and durability. Surely these 
young men were typical of the 
thousands of others that - fol- 
lowed them to battle, to vic- 
tory and honour. But what of 
those that fell in their vali- 
ent efforts to save and secure 
the future of a coming nation? 
How gallantly and unselfishly 
they strode, strong and bold 
under the Australian Flag to 
be remembered and honoured 
as the first true fighting men 
of Australia. 


Their memory lives on and 
although few actualy hve to 
teil abuut the aetermined right 
ior the Galiipoli Peninsula the 
chilaren ana youth of a new 
nation remember the brave 
and courageous men of yester- 
day. Those who with no 
thought for themselves went 
out into foreign lands and 
showed the fignting strengtn 
and gallantry of every Aus- 
tralian. How proud we today 
should be when we hear the 
word “Anzac” spoken or re- 
ferred to on the tongues of 
men, This pride will live on 
in generations to come and 
the name and memory of the 
Anzacs will go on undaunted 
in history as a great chapter 
in the growing up of a marvel- 
jous and truly wonderful na- 
tion. . . . Australia, 

CHRISTINE SCHERMAN, 
Form 5, Altona High School. 


We sailed from Mudros on 
April 24, 1915, and arrived off 
the Gallipoli Peninsula at 
about 1.30 in the morning on 
April 25. I was standing on 
the deck of the battleship look- 
ing toward the rugged shore- 
line of the Gaba Tepe region. 

In a few days the region 
around Gaba Tepe and Churuk 
Bair would claim about 50,000 
lives. Young lives, barely one 
of them over 25. A cold wind 
blew about my ears and I 
shivered. I think it was more 
because of fear than of cold. 
I thought about my friends, 
my family and my country. 
I wondered if I would ever 
see them again after today. 
I needn’t deny it, I was afraid 
very afraid and I think every- 
one was that fateful morning. 
I lifted my head and roused 
myself from my thoughts. I 
looked -back at the shore which 
ran in a slight curve to the 
Gaba Tepe headland. Above 
the shore rose a steep cliff in 
which the Turks had their 
soldiers and artillery dug in. 
From there they had a good 
view of nearly all the beach. 
I boarded the boat that was 
to take me and some of my 
battalion ashore. John, a 
friend I made on the ship, was 
beside me. He amazed me in 
the way he was so calm, and 
instead of worrying about 
what might happen to him he 
spent his time encouraging 
those around him. 

We were supposed to land 
on the southern beach near- 
estito Gaba Tepa but somehow 
we were landed further to the 
north. The Turks were sur- 
prised as they were not ex- 
pecting us here but we were 
soon seen and heavy fire was 
concentrated on us, Men were 
standing shoulder to shoulder 

id were being shot as they 
as ae 














stood. I jumped over the side 
and started to wade ashore. 
Suddenly I felt my feet leave 
the sand and I started floun- 
dering helplessly in the shell 
hole. I heard a voice calling 
to me and saw John’s strong 
hand reaching toward me. I 
grabbed it and he pulled me 
to safety. Soon we reached 
the shore together. As soon 
as I felt dry land under my 
feet I forgot about John and 
ran like a scared rabbit to 
the shelter of a cliff. As scon 
as I got there I crouched on 
my knees and ‘ooked around 
for John. I felt ashamed at 
deserting the man who had 
saved my like. I saw him 
bringing a wounded man to 
Shelter. I rushed out to help 
him but he wanted no help. 


As soon as he reached the 
cliff he put the man down, 
winked at me and raced onto 
the beach to bring in another 
man. I was left saying to 
myself, “He'll be a hero one 
day.” 

That afternoon I went into 
battle with the rest of my 
battalion and was separated 
from John. As we crawled 
along in the mud with bullets 
whining above our heads, I 
came face to face with a Turk 
sniper. We were both shocked 
but I was the first to pull the 
trigger and therefore was the 
one to live. Sometimes the 
blokes and I would form a 
rough line and charged a 
group of Turks. The broken 
hills and gullies densely cov- 
ered with stunted scrub and 
clumps of pine were treacher- 
ous and difficult to climb. The 
deep fissures in the cliff were 
the most dangerous places. 
Once I stumbled down one 
to find a Turk in it. Luckily 
he was shot before he could 
shoot me. Night fell gradu- 
ally but the fighting was still 
desperate. In the darkness 
among the blasts of shells men 
with food and water scrambled 
up the pathless cliffs, deliver- 
ing the rations. On their way 
back they would take down 
the wounded. The Turk shells 
filled the night with their 
screams and the shattering of 
the shrapnel. The fighting of 
the Turks never ceased for a 
moment although our men 
wished it would. Those men 
lived in different evirenments 
than those in which they were 
fighting and that is why they 
found the fighting so hard. 


But the A.N.Z.A.C. troops were 
d4ough, they had to be. The 
Australians and New Zealan- 
ders brought that precious 
land with sweat and blood 
and whats more they aimed to 
keep it. I often hear men 
curse the Turks with langu- 
age that would stun the devil 
himself. Those men _ lived 
hard and died even harder. 
The order came to dig in that 
night so we dug. 


We dug until our hands bled 
and our arms ached and we 
fell into our scooped out 
burrows. Soon the whole side 
of the cliff resembled a giant 
rabbit warren. Shortly I ico 
fell in my burrow in an ex- 
hausted sleep. When I awoke 
a few hours later the fighting 
was still fierce. The Turks 
had redoubled their forces and 
attacked wave after wave, and 
wave after wave we drove 
them back. The men, or dig- 
gers as we were now known, 
were starting to lose hope and 
their spirits were getting low. 


Far out off the Aegean coast 
our ships were anchored un- 
able to help us. A story about 
@ man and his donkey was be- 
ing circulated among the dig- 
gers, It seemed that this man 
and his donkey used to go in 
to the middle of the fighting 
and bring back the wounded. 
This story of simple heroism 
touched me, and boosted the 
men’s spirits. Later that day 
I was in the midst of the 
fighting in a place called 
Sharpnel Gully when I’ 
stopped some shrapnel in my 
back. I don’t know what hap- 
pened after that but next 





I remember was coming to on 
a troop ship taking out the 
wounded. I later found out 
that a Private John Simpson 
had brought me me back on 
his donkey. Bit by bit I re- 
covered but I had been uncon- 
sclous for four. days. Piece 
by piece things fell in place, 
I had been brought back by a 
simple hero and his donkey. 
Then I thought of my old 
friend John who had saved 
my life when I nearly drowned 
on the first day at Gallipoli. 
I wondered if it could be the 
same John. If it was, this. 
was the second time he had 
saved my life. 

When I reached Australia 
again I was finished with the 
war. I settled down, married 
and had two sons, Now I am 
old an as I sit here some 50 
years later and think back 
over those days I feel proud 
that I was able to help my 
country. I have still never 
found out if the fellow who 
brought me out on his donkey 
was my old mate and I sup- 
pose I never will. This year 
I am going back to Gallipoll, 
but instead of running back 
into Turks with guns and 
hate, I.and other Anzac veter- 
ans will be greeted with friend- 
ship and hospitality. This all 
goes to show that even the 
worst scars can heal over.
